Dr. Jacks, Noted as Scholar 
Writer and Theologian 

Am a resiill of a, Iclègrnni received 
ni Iho I'rlnclpni'n office yesterday It 
has been deflnl iely aiiriuunccd that 
Iho nddress at Iho coming McUill 
Cunvocatlon in May will be delivered 
by iho H«v. Lawrence Fcnrnnll .Ine.ks 
M.A., I.. I.. H., H. MU., l>.n., Prlii- 
el P»l of Manchester College; Ox- 
ford, and IStlltur nf the Hllbert .liuir- 
nal. 

McOIII Is rortiiiiate In having Dr. 
■lucks as speaker, and it was only af- 
ter considerable effort on the part 
or the authorities Ilia.:' he was secured. 

Dr. .Incita has made himself famous 
inn a scholar, critic, arid theologian 
all over (tic world. In 100?, ho was 
mmli) Professor of Philosophy in 
.Manchester College, Oxford, and In 
.liltfi was nppolntod Principal of that 
college, both of which positions he 
has held ever since. Since the found- 
ation of iho Hllbert .Tournai lu 1302 
Dr. .lacks has been rdltor of that 
publication, and has written oxton- 
slvely In that as well as in several 
other British mid American reviews. 

Horn in Nottingham In 1S«0, he re- 
ceived his early education at the Uni- 
versity .School in that plaec. Later 
lie went to the Univcrif.ty of Lon- 
don, where he graduated with the 
dcgrccc of M . A . In 1SS6. Pursuing 
his s-lidies he spent some time at 
Manchester College, tit Cottingen, and 
at Harvard. He.receivcd an Honor- 
ary M . A . degree at Oxford. Hon. 
L.L.D. at (ilasgow, and Honorary 
U.'D. n't Harvard. 

In 1887 Dr. Jacks entered the min- 
istry as apsi.'Vant to Rev, .Stopford 
Brooke, the .famous critic. whose 
daughter ho married two years later. 
Subsequently ho was pastor of Reu- 
shan Street Chapel, Liverpool, and 
iho Church of the Messiah, Birming- 
ham. 

Besides his articles in the Hilbcr; 
Journal Dr. Jacks has written sev- 
eral books on theological subjects, 
end some biographical work, lie has 
nlso earned considerable reputation 
as a writer of stories. Ills stcwioy 
;are all of the parable type, the moral 
,slile being emphasized. At present 
f he is working on another set which 
is expected to appear shortly.
